Oder, That Cauarie Wines and Allegant ſhould be ſold in groſſe at nineteen pounds the 
Pipe, Puſkadels in groſſe at nineteen pounds the Butt, and at fourteene pence the Quart by 


Quart by Retail, the beſt Gaſcoigne and French wines at eighteen pounds the Tunne, and 
the Nochell wines, and other ſmall and thinne Wines at fifteen pounds the Tunne in groſſe, 
and at ſeven pence the quart by retail, and accozding to theſe pꝛopoꝛtions foz greater 02 leſſer 
quantities, either in groſſe, oz by retail; And that none pzeſume tolell at higher pzizes during 
the next yeernow enſuing, whereof the Gern or the Crown is to take notice, and toſee the 
ſame pꝛotlaimed the next Terme in Chancerie accozding to the Statute. Now that all cauſe 
of excuſemay be removed fromſuchas inhabite in remote parts of this Realme, and that ſuch 
as ſhall be found delinquents herein may acknowledge their own wilkuineſle the cauſe of the 
danger aud penaltie they fall into after adbertizement, Our wilandpleaſure is, and by the

Muſkadelsin groſſe at nineteen pounds the Butt, and at fourteen pence the Quart by retad, 
Sacks and Mallegoes at ſeventeen pounds the Butt tn groſſe, and at twelve pence the Quart 
by retail, the beſt Gaſcoigne and French wines at eighteen pounds the Tunne,and the Rochel 
Wines and other ſmall and thiune p9ines at fifteen pounds the Tunne in groſſe, and at ſeven 
pence the quart by retail; And attoꝛding to theſe pꝛopoꝛtions foꝛ greater oz leſſer quantities ei⸗ 
ther in groſſe oꝛ by retail. which rates and pzices Our plealure is ſhall be duely obſerved in all 
Our Poꝛts, and other plates within this Realme, where wines are landed, and within ten 
miles of thoſe pozts and plates. And it is Our pleaſure that in plates where Wines by Land 
carriage ſhall be conveyedmoze then ten miles fromthe next Pozt, The ſeverall ſoꝛts of wines 
afozeſaid ſhall and may be ſold attoꝛding to the rates afoꝛeſaid, allowing four pounds in the 
Tunne, 020ne penie foꝛ the quart foꝛ the carriage thereof upon land everie thirtie miles from 
the next convenient Pozt, and attoꝛding to that pzopoztion, and not at greater rates. Dtraight- 
ly charging and commanding ſuch ol Our Subjects, and others whom it ſhall concern, that 
none ot them, during the time afoze-ſaid, pzeſume to ſell any of the ſaid Wines in groſfe and by 
retail at higher rates then by this Our P2oclamation are appointed, under the foꝛfeitures and 
penaltiesmentionedin the ſaid Statute, and other the Laws aud Statutes of this Realme 
o2datned in that behalf, Aadſach further paias and penalties as by the Laws and Statutes 
of this Realme can oꝛ may be inllicted upon Wilfull contemners of this Our Royall Command 


and P2oclamation: Requiring and commanding all Paiozs, Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, 


Balliffes, Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, and other Officers of onrPozts, and all others whom it 
ſhall concern, diligently toattend theerecution of this Dar pleaſure, and to give Ynfozmation 
tothe Lozds and others of our P2ivie Councell, of the delinquents, that they may be pzoceeded 


againſt, and receive puniſhment accozdingtotheirdemerits.
